Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 
defines a sewing machine including a needle drive with two meshing gearwheels where 
on rides on the other and is driven by the other via a continuous rotational drive. A lever 
connects and moves one of the gears relative to the other as they spin for overfeeding 
or under feeding a conveyor, which moves the materials being sewn past the moving 
needle. The conveyor is connected to the gearwheels and is accordingly overfed or 
underfed depending on the position of the lever and the movement of the gearwheels. 
The dependent claims further limit the structure of the sewing machine fabric feeding 
system.
